THE LEADVILLE MINES. 


What Carbonate Ore Is—How They 
Find It-Why Leadville Is a Popu- 
lar District 


First, then, why are the Leadville 
mines called carbonate mines? Be- 
cause the precious part of the mineral 
found in them consists of carbonate of 
oxide of lead carrying silver. The 
ore assumes different forms, varying 
from hard rock to wet sand or moun- 
tain dirt. But its nature is substar:- 
tially the same. Besides lead and 
silver it contains tron, silica, traces 
of potash, soda, etc. ;and it is often upon 
the proportions of these compounds 
to the carbonate of :ead and silver 
that the value of the ores of the differ- 
ent carbonate mines depends. 

Now and then the mineral is found 
in something like fissuTe “veins, run- 
ning with sufficient precision to allow 
of a systematic working based upon 
scientific calculations. But in most 
cases it is found to be spread promis- 
cuously between the porphyry aod the 
limestone strata. Not unfrequently 
ore has been struck above the por- 
phyry, and although at present the 
limestone is thought to be the bed 
rock of carbonate ore, it is by no 
means sure that the ore will not be 
fouud by penetrating the limestone. 
There has not been as yet any neces- 
sity for such researches, since paying 
ore is easily found close to the sur- 
face. In many cases it has been found 


deep, and there are but three or four 
shafts in the whole Leadville district 
which exceed a depth of 200 feet. 

This fact alone accounts for the 
marvelous popularity of this district, 
since the Comstock mines, as well as 
most of the other famous mines, have 
be worked at a depth approaching 
2500 feet.

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Certain Means of Stopping a Sneeze— | 


The Kind of Navy they Have. 
From the New York dun. 

Contrasted with the enormous iron- 
clads of of the Old World navies are 
the new gunboats of Chisa. They 
are practically only floating gun car- 
but are heavily armed with 
guns more etiicient than the thirty- 
eight ton gun which is the boast of 
‘he British navy, The Chinese gun- 
boats have been named after the let- 
ters of the Greek alphabet, and eight 
have been constructed. Their maga- 
zines and machinery are under the 
water line, and the single. thirty-five 
or thirty-eight ton gun they carry lies 
flat upon the deck. It is moved and 
loaded by hydraulic power, so that 
only five men are required to handle 
it. Its projectile weighs 536 pounds. 
The advaniage of a fleet of little ves- 
sels, thus armed, over the cumber- 
some ironclads, is that they are easily 
managed, draw very little water, and 
present an exceedingly small target 
for the enemy to fire at. The whole 
fleet costs no more than a single big 
ironclad, and is as heaily armed. In 
addition to the chief gun for which 
they are built, the Chinese gunboats 
carry two twelve-pounders and two 
Galting guns. The latter ones are 
double enders, with a double set of 
screws and ruddets at bow and stern.

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Biew His Head Off With A Giant Pow- 
der Cartridge.

A young man, about twenty-five 
years ef age, named Le Clerc, com- 
mitted suicide at Copper City last 
Thursday.

Bridging the English Channel. 


From the New Yerk Tribune. 


The French engineer, M. Verard de 
Saint-Anne, who has devised a scheme 
for constructing a viaduct acress the 
Straits of Dover, will soon go to Eng- 
land with the view of enlisting the 
aid of capitalists. He estimates the 
cost at about $60,000,000, but his 
figures are undoubtedly too low. He 
proposes that bis viaduct shall be 
high enough for the largest ships to 
pass under, and the span long enough 
not to endanger the safety of sailing 
ships beating up or down channel, 
Every pier of the viaduet will have to 
be much stronger than the Eddystone 
Lighthouse, because it will necessarily 
be much higher, and broader at the 
base and top, so as to secure the 
double object of allowing ships to pass 
underneath, and enabling a super- 
structure substantial enough to bear 
the weight of a railway train to be 
built upon them. 


How Kalloch is Doing—Not Ont of 
Danger Yet. 


San Francisco, August 28.—The 
physicians still report Dr. Kalloch as 
improving, but as yet he cannot be 
considered out of danger.
